Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 6-15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art Kawahara et al. and Nauen et al. teach that imidacloprid 
and clothianidin may be combined to formulate a pesticide. However, Applicants have 
demonstrated unexpected results, in the declaration filed 09/25/2009, when the two 
compounds are combined in a ratio of 10:1 to 1:10.
